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arising out of the performance of their duties. The cost of said
bond shall be paid by the county.

AN ACT to amend section 205.15 relating to representation in
the compensation and inspection bureau.
The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate and

Assembly, do enact as follows:

SeEcTioN 1. Section 205.15 is hereby amended to read: 205.15
Each class of insurers, to wit, stock companies and non-stock com-
panies * * * which are members of such bureau shall be
represented in the bureau management and on committees as pro-
vided in the by-laws, but the stock companies * * * and non-
stock * * * companies shall have equal representation on
the governing or managing committee and also on the rating
committee of the bureau. One-half the members of each com-
mittee shall be chosen by the stock * * * companies and one-
half by the non-stock * * * companies. Each member com-
pany shall be entitled to one vote. In case of a tie vote upon any
committee the compensation insurance board shall cast the de-
ciding vote.

SectioN 2. This act shall take effect after passage and pub-
lication.
